.* great prairie tire would j 
sometimes advance with the mad rush 
of the wind for miles and m iles over 
the country, 
W i e n the wind would 
suddenly sin ft and blow from a con­ 
trary direction, compelling it to back­ 
fire or burn against the wind.

w a s watched day and night by the 
settlers, as they knew only too well 
that 
any 
moment 
the 
wind might 
change a .d the tire come on again in 
its mad rush. 
Well do I remend or how night after 
night we would watch the distant tire- 
ready 
at 
a 
moment's 
notice 
with 
tun.dies of hnzen brush, mops and 
wet rags to begin back-firing to save 
ours or another’s property; and dis­ 
tinctly do I recall what fierce times we 
would have fighting the (lames, some­ 
times all day long and far into the 
night. 
The flames would momentarily 
become less tierce as tho wind died 
down. and then breeze up again, and 
only too ofteu the tire would spread 
with renewed fury over tho ground 
we had gained, and we would all he 
compelled to run and await our chance 
to fight it again. 
Inch by inch we 
would gain upon It. only to be over­ 
whelmed by it and compelled to re­ 
treat again. 
The men. women and 
children had to fight for dear life. 
Sometimes we would conquer, some­ 
times net. All were nearly roasted and 
blistered by the fierce heat and black­ 
ened by the dense smoke. 
Hut home 
and ail we hokl dear depended upon 
it, and all must fight—and we did. Be­ 
yond the prairie were black and dead, 
covered with ashes of the burned grass, 
and 
whirlwinds passel! hither 
anil 
thither, carrying great black columns 
of ashes far up into the sky. The roar 
and crackling of the flames as they 
rushed through the tall grass and the 
heavy billows of smoke were indeed 
appalling, and orly by those accus­ 
tomed to such wild scenes of danger 
anil destruction could they be faced. 
In spite of all efforts, sometimes the 
settler's hor; e aud all he possessed on 
earth would be swept away, aud all 
lie would have left would be the few 
smouldering ruins on the prairie. 
One day. about the middle of Octo 
her. 1859, one of our neighbors, n Mr. 
Whitney, had observed a prairie fire a 
few miles away to the southeast, and 
had anxiously watched it, but as the 
wind was in tile opposite d.return and 
it was backing against the wind, they 
did not apprehend much danger from 
It for a few hours, so the ’aHilly sat 
down to eat. 
While they were at the 
meal *rao*e began to pour into the 
room, and ou looking out they found 
they were surrounded by the prairie 
tire and the east part of their house 
was nil ablaze. 
The wind had sud­ 
denly veered to the southeast without 
their noticing it, and the fire had come 
down on them with tenable speed.

baps of those who mny 
read this have personally 
experienced the dangers 
and often fearful destruc- 
tion wrought by the prairie 


lives of earlier days In the Went, nnd 
which even now frequently sweep the 
vast prairies west of the Missouri and 
the rivers of the north. From earliest 
childhood to manhood I was familiar 
with this demon of the prairies, and 
no recollection of pioneer experiences 
stands out so clearly as those connected 
with theae fiery' trials. 


From the earliest settlement of tula 


region down to perhaps 1870 or later. 
destructive prairie flre» annually vis- 
ited us In northern lown. and they 
were especially severe during the falU 
of 1802 and 186T. None of the old pio- 
neers will ever forget those terrible 
ilres. 
During the earlier years the 


fires were, of course, fiercer and wilder. 
but not so destructive {or the reason 
that the country then was so sparsely 
settled. Houses, grain and haystacks, 
and sometimes stock and people, were 
destroyed by these wild fire?. Every 


was more or lew dry, and wa» that 4 
standing menace to the settler, ready 
at any ' moment to break out again, 
providing there was yet more grass to 
barn. 


A. prairie fire at night was a wild 


and grand sight, and one watching It 
at a distance of a mile or two could 
easily imagine lip ^saw scores of In- 
dians moving rapidly along the line— 
an illusion caused by the swiftly 
changing height of the flame*. 


Every spring and fall the evening 


sky would be lit up by the lurid glow 
of innumerable prairie flres all around, 
and tb'e air would be loaded with their 
smoke. Th'e flres would be started in 
Various ways. Sometimes people out 
of pure oiissedness and the desire to 
see it burn would start them., while 
sometimes they would be started by 
getting away from the settler as be 
was attempting to burn a fire-break 
around his cabin, hay and grain 
stacks, nndv again the Indians would 
start them.—;

After two and a half weeks of

work the grand jury 


closed its work Wednesday and 
submitted to the court the follow- 
ing report: 
In the United States Conrt for 


the Southern District of the 
Indian Territory, at Ada, at the 
March, 1906, term:

T. Dickerson, 


Judge. 


Sir: We, your Grand Jury, 


respectfully present this, our 
final report: 


We have examined the court 


house and jail and think that sev- 
eral changes and improvements 
ment should be made in both. 


We find the beds in the jail in- 


sufficient to supply all the pris- 
oners and recommend that a 
more ample supply be procured 
before the next term of this 
eourt. The prisoners say they 
are well fed, and are as comfort- 
ably housed as is possible under 
present conditions, but we think 
the health of the inmates of the 
jail is threatened by its unsani- 
tary position- It should be rais- 
ed at least two feet from the 
ground for the purposes of venti- 
lation. The United States Clerk 
needs more pigeon holes both in 
his vault and office and we recorn 
mend that such changes be made 
in that office so as to keep sepa- 
rately and conveniently all the 
recbrds and files of the court. 


It is also needful for the public 


service that awnings be placed 
over the west windows upstairs, 
and we recommend that this be 
done. 


The* janitor service is very 


inadequate, and the Grand Jurors 
have several tines during ttois 
term of court been obliged to 
jfturt Hie *re in the morning i» 
the grand jury room. luring1 


the day janitor was not present in 
the court room and mnch incon- 
venience has been felt by reason 
of this failure to supply the nee 
essary service. Nor has the court 
house been properly neatly kept 
during this term of court, and 
we call on the proper officer 
through your' honor' to remedy 
this condition. 


The witness* room has at. times 


been uncomfortably crowded and 
no provision has been made to 
secure seats for those who have 
to attend under the rule during 
the trial of any case." Beats or 
benches should be placed in the 
witness rooms, and the rooms of 
the petit Junes properly cleansed 
and ventilated. 


We thank the court officers for 


the courtesies to us extended and 
ask that we be discharged.

no recollection of pioneer experiences 
stands out so clearly as those connected 
with these 
fiery'trials.

From tbe earliest settlement of this 


region down to perhaps 1870 or later, 
destructive prairie flrea annually vis- 
ited us in northern Iowa, and they 
were especially severe during tbe falls 
of 1802 and 186T. None of the old pio- 
neers will ever forget those terrible 
IIres. 
During tbo , earlier years the 


tires were, of course, fiercer and wilder, 
but not so destructive (or tbe reason 
that the country then was so sparsely 
settled. Houses, grain and haystacks, 
and sometimes stock and people, were 
destroyed by these wild,tires. 
Every 


fall, and perhaps spring, tbe vast prai- 
ries would be swept by the tires, and 


was more or tow dry, and wa» that ft 
standing menace to tbe settler, ready 
at any'moment to break out again, 
providing there was yet more grass to 
born. 


A prairie fire at nlgbt vre.* a wild 


and grand sight, and one watching It 
at a distance of n mile or two could 
easily Imagine be ,m\v scores of In- 
dians moving rapidly along the line— 
an Illusion caused by tbo swiftly 
cbajtglng height of the flame*. 


Every spring and fall tbe evening 


sky would be lit up by the lurid glow 
of innumerable prairie fires all around, 
nnd th'e air would be loaded witb their 
smoke.. Th'e drcs would be started in 
Various ways. Sometimes people out 
of pare cugsedness and tbe'desire to 
see It burn would start them.,, white 
sometimes they would be started by 
getting away from tbe settler as be 
was attempting to burn a fire-break 
around his cabin, bay and grain 
stacks. nnd> again the Indians would 
start them.—Rgftest and Stream.

fall, and even i:« until the snow cnmc.

during the fall tbe air would be hazy 
with .smoke from the prairie tires ei- 
ther nearby or far away, ;itid always 
accompanied by that peculiar odor of 
burned wild urass. 


There was a sense of wildness nnd 


danger about all this, that in spite of 
the anxiety unit diead which each one 
shared, lent a charm to the scene. The 
settler would break a few furrows 
nround his homo, liny nnd grain stacks, 
and then a second Hue of furrows five 
of ten rods from the first one, nud then 
during n qniet day would set Ore to 
the wild grass between these two 
strips nnd burn it off. This was his fire 
break. But often tbe tire would come 
swooping along at a race-horse gulr, 
jump the Ore-break as easily as though 
It was only an Indian trail, nud de- 
stroy everything in Its path. The lire 


wind, nnd^ when the grass 


heavy nml tail, ns it was on the 


lower gronnd in early days, it was 
terrible, and nothing could stand be- 
fore it. 


The tire always burned and nd- 


vnncud in n broad V-shnped form, 
broadening and widening as it nd- 
vuuced. aud would sometimes jump 
twenty to forty rods, catch, and con- 
tinue on. A great prairie lire would 
sometimes advance witb the mnd rush 
of the wind for miles and miles over 
the country. wLen the wind would 
suddenly shift nud blow from n con- 
trary direction, compelling It to back- 
tire or burn against the wind. This 
was watched day and night by the 
settlers, ns they knew only too well 
that any nlomont the wind might 
change and the tire come on again in 
its mad rush. 


Well do I remember bow night after 


night we would watch the distant flr»>* 
ready at a moment's notice with 
bundles of hnxen brush, mops and 
wet rafts to begin back-tiring to save 
ours or another's property; and dis- 
tinctly do I recall what fierce times we 
would have fighting the rlnines, some- 
limes alt day long and fur Into the 
night. The flames would momentarily 
become less tierce as tho wind died 
down, and then breeze up again, and 
only to& often the fire would spread 
with renewed fury over tho ground 
we had gained, and we would all be 
compelled to run aud await our chance 
to fight it again. 
Inch by inch we 


would gain upon It, only to be over- 
whelmed by it aud compelled to re- 
treat again. 
The men, women and 


children bad to fight for dear life. 
Sometimes we would conquer, some- 
times net. All were nearly roasted and 
blistered by tbo fierce heat and black- 
ened by the dense smoke. But home 
and all we ho.kl dear depended upon 
it, and all must fight—and we did. Be- 
yond the prairie were black and dead, 
covered with ashes of the burned grass, 
and whirlwinds passed hither and 
thither, carrying great black columns 
of ashes far up into the sky. The roar 
and crackling of tbe flames ns they 
rushed through, the tall grass aud the 
heavy billows of smoke were indeed 
appalling, and orly by those accus- 
tomed to such wild scenes of danger 
nnd destruction could they be faced. 
In spite of all efforts, sometimes the 
settler's hor e anil all be possessed on 
earth would be swept away, and all 
he would hnve left AVOUK! be the few 
smouldering ruins ou the prairie.

He 
says that, in his opinion, recourse is 
had to operations fur too frequently 
nowadays. It is a surgical crur.e which 
has seized on the profession, to be re- 
membered hereafter in its record with 
amazement.

and the vermiform nppemllx because 
nothing Is known of their functions— 
nn expedient so frequent lu modern 
practice—lie looks on ns the top notch 
of professional frcnsy. The professor 
deplores the existing system of spe- 
cialisation in medical studies, and docs 
not think that the practitioner who 
studies the pathology of only n single 
organ can have a proper knowledge of 
the others which go to make up the 
human constitution. "The man," be 
&iiys, "who devotes nil his power of 
work, all his knowledge nnd capabili- 
ties, to the treatment of only the eyes, 
nose, ears, skin, nerves, or other or- 
gans runs a risk of losing feeling, and 
hence the power to treat human beings.

effect. They are, however,, willing to 
compromise things so far tlint thoy 
will consider any report made l<y engi- 
neers employed and paid by other thau^ 
the corporation of Ayr. They declare 
that Lord Kosebery's interest-In tbo 
Ayr Brig rests ou the fact that ho pur- 
chased some years ago the original 
manuscript of the poem. "The Brig Of 
Ayr."—London Standard.
